(3) In regard to alteration or revision of the present law, there

HACS Holds 49th Annual Meeting 


The Education Association of Christian Schools in Japan held its 
49th annual meeting, May 21 - 22 at Diefendorfer Memorial Hall, on the 
campus of International Christian University. It 75 member schools 
(juridical persons) actually include 208 schools. These were repre- 
‘sented by 286 persons st the meeting.
